Extent of Entry Not Clear. 


In speaking of “the retreating 
enemy,” the high command did 
not make clear whether it méant 
all Kiev’s defense forces or mere- 
ly fortress troops at the point of 
the break through. 


Neither did it specify whether 
the top officers said to have fled 
were commanders of the stormed 
citadel or of the whole city. Hence, 
it was not clear whether only that 
strong point of resistance or all 
the defenses of Kiev had capitulat- 
ed. The citadel is on the river

Liberating British forces would be welcomed with 
open arms by the enslaved populations of Europe. 
All these considerations and many more must be 
thronging their minds. 

Are the British forces large enough to attempt 
an invasion? Last February, British sources an- 
nounced that more than 3,000,000 men were under 
arms on the island alone and that 2,000,000 of these 
were in the regular army. German soldiers, accord- 
ing to the estimate yesterday of Assistant Secretary 
of War McCloy, number more than 9,000,000. Two- 
thirds of them, however, are engaged in the Battle 
of Russia; hundreds of thousands more are in Libya 
or are busy holding down the Poles, Norwegians, 
Dutch, Greeks, Serbs, Bulgars and French. 

Furthermore, troops in England have been show- 
ing discontent ‘with their long inactivity. One in- 
stance occurred a few weeks ago, when Canadian 
soldiers voiced their dissatisfaction by booing, at 
a large public gathering, an address of Premier 
Mackenzie King. 

“Official British quarters,” however, have received 
in silence the new press campaign for an English 
offensive to relieve the hard-pressed Soviets. The 
crux of the problem is feit to be equipment. The 
London Evening Standard, while agreeing that in- 
vasion is eventually necessary as the only real way 
to defeat Germany, seems to sum up official senti- 
ment by saying the date for invasion depends on 
production. 

England’s strategy, as of today, is to send every 
available tank and gun to Russia, to bomb the Ger- 
mans night and day with the Royal Air Force, 
except for a wing of it which is aiding in the 
defense of Leningrad, but to keep its armies at 
home as a protection against a possible German 
invasion. — 

Whether that is a wise or a fatal decision only 
history can say. 
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HOW TO REVISE A CONSTITUTION. 

Many organizations, including the State of Mis- 
souri, have no end of trouble trying to get their 
constitutions revised. We submit, for their consid- 
eration, the streamlined methods of the Hod Car- 
riers’ Union. The officers of this amazing aggrega- 
tion (we hesitate to refer to it as a union except 
in its formal title), simply drafted an amendment 
to suit themselves, read it to their steam-roller con- 
vention, called for a voice vote, and declared the 
amendment carried. It’s just as simple as that— 
no long committee debates considering pro and con, 
no distribution .of printed copies of the proposed 
amendment for study, none of the wrangling and 
time-wasting that such tyro unions ag the United 
Automobile Workers deem necessary for democracy. 
The only thing that puzzles us is why the Hod Car- 
riers’ officers bother about a constitution at all, 
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WHAT’S WRONG WITH PRODUCTION? 

A year ago, three things were expected of the 
defense program: an army, a boom and a tax bill. 

Today we have the tax bill, Our army is still 
tragically lacking in equipment. The “boom” is driv- 
ing small business out of existence, workers out of 
jobs. This despite the appropriation of billions and 
billions of dollars. : , 

“We were told America was different, that here 
we could have guns and butter, too,” complains many 
a citizen. “Now some of. us are locking: up our 
factories and stores, perhaps forever. Priority un- 
employment is sending others of us to the WPA 
or what’s left of it. How did this come to be? 

Two men high in the administration yesterday 
offered two answers to that question, or rather, two 
versions of the same answer. It is the fault of the 
OPM, said Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau. 
It is the fault of monopoly—the monopolistic prac- 
tices of certain huge industrial groups and of certain 
short-sighted labor organizations, said Assistant 
Attorney General Thurman Arnold. 

The President and Congress, said Mr. Morgenthau, 
made more than enough money available to keep 
our factories—and a lot of new ones, too—humming 
day and night. If the OPM had spent that money 
as it was expected to do, there would be a labor 
shortage instead of priority unemployment. 

But the OPM did not spend money at that rate, 
explained Mr, Arnold, because monopolistic industry 
did not want to do business at that rate. It wanted 

to hog orders for itself, It did not want to see the 

opening of new plants, it did not want to sign sub- 

contracts with lesser firms for fear that, at the end 

of the emergency, it would find itself faced with new 

competition, its tight control of certain fields of 
production broken. 

Certain unions, he added, played the same blind 

game of resisting expansion for fear that the jobs 

of their members might be jeopardized. Some 

union leaders were not even motivated by this con- 

cept. They resisted innovation because of racketeer- 

ing arrangements with employers. 

This kind of industrial selfishness, Mr. Arnold

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MILK PRICES IN OTHER CITIES. ; 

Chicagoans are acutely concerned over a threat- 
ened increase in the price of milk, which would 
take the rate from 15% ta 17 cents a quart. Mayor 
Kelly has gone to Washington to lay the matter 
before the Department of Agriculture, and urge re- 
vision of the order which is. declared responsible 
for the threatened increase. 

St. Louisans, too, recently were warmly discussing 
an increase in the price of milk, to 15 cents a quart, 
but what are they doing about it? It was the second 
cent-a-quart increase in two months, and was vigor- 
ously assailed at the time by consumers’ groups as 
unjustified. | 

As a matter of fact, the people of only three 
American cities pay more for milk today than St. 
Louisans are paying. In addition to Chicago, the 
cities are New York City and Jacksonville, Fla. in 
each of which the rate is 16 cents a quart. 

The lowest rate is enjoyed by Salt Lake City: 10 
cents a quart. Denver and Milwaukee pay only 12 
cents. Los Angeles pays 12% cents. The price is 
13 cents in Kansas City, Cleveland, Detroit, Minne- 
apolis, Indianapolis, Philadelphia and Seattle. It is 
14 cents in Baltimore, Pittsburgh and San Francisco. 
Boston pays 14%. The other cities on St. Louig’ 
15-cent leyel are New Haven, Conn., Washington, 
Louisville and New Orleans. 

Why can Salt Lake City, where irrigation costs 
figure, get milk for 10 cents while St. Louis must 
pay 15? Why can Denver, in a mountain area, get 
it for 12 cents? Why the 2-cent differential be- 
tween this city and nearby Kansas City? Why must 
St. Louis, in a rich dairying and agricultural area, 
pay more for its milk than the national average of 
13.8 cents? In view of the comparative figures, the 
explanation that all prices are rising obviously will 
not do, 

The questions cry for answers. So do others: Who 
gets the extra penny tacked on Sept. 1, and still in- | 
adequately explained? Why do not the local dairies 
adopt some of the numerous economies proposed to 
replace present wasteful practices? How does it 
happen that the major dairies announce price in- 
creases uniformly and simultaneously? Why is 
there only sales competition and no price competi- 
tion here, as a Department of Agriculture economist 
flatly stated last week? 

St. Louisans, who are out $21,000 a week, more 
than a million a year, as a result of the latest in- 
crease, deserve an answer to these questions. 
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LOUISIANA WAR MANEUVERS. 

Dive bombers hurtle through the air, tanks rumble 
under the cypress trees, parachutists float from the 
sky as, in Central and Southern Louisiana, two 
armies have come to grips in the nation’s greatest 
War manetivers. Since Monday, Gen. Ben Lear’s 
smaller mechanized Red forces of about 130,000 men 
have been battling in fierce mock combat the larger 
non-mechanized Blue army of 330,000 men under 
Gen. Kreuger. The wooden cannon and stovepipe 
howitzers of previous maneuvers have largely dis- 
appeared. This imitation war has had all the trap- 
pings of the real thing. 

By the end of next week, when the maneuvers 
are over, both officers and men will have acquired 
invaluable knowledge. In the fortnight of sham 
battle, they will have obtained what the drill field 
and the army manual can never give, experience 
under conditions of combat. That is experience 
obtained only at bloody cost on the field of real 
battle. America can be thankful for the opportunity 
to iron the kinks out of its newly-expanded army 
without paying that heavy price. _ | 
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MR. ROOSEVELT RAKES MORE OLD COALS. 

This is a time for unity, not for wrangling. It 
is a time for thinking of the critical present and 
the unknown future, not for digging up memories of 
old quarrels, Yet the President, in the first three 
articles of a series of five in Collier's, has devoted 
himself almost entirely to reminiscence and com- 
ment on ancient feuds. Two articles were devoted 
to the ill-starred Supreme Court fight, and the cur- 
rent one takes up the equally unfortunate “purge” 
attempt in the 1938 congressional campaign. 

His participation in some of the primary elec- 
tions of that year, Mr. Roosevelt now explains, was 
purely for his party’s own good, to insure its con- 
tinuance as “the liberal, forward-looking progressive 
party.” As a matter of fact, it resulted in party 
splits in numerous states, and doubtless played an 
important part in producing a reduced Democratic 
Strength in the next Congress. 

Mr, Roosevelt mentions only four states in whose 
politics he participated, but there were others where 
his influence was felt. The net result was certainly 
nothing to give much satisfaction to a writer of poli- 
tical memoirs, 3 

Mr. Roosevelt made speeches indorsing Senators 
Bulkley of Ohio, Barkley of Kentucky, Thomas of 
Oklahoma and McAdoo of California. McAdoo was 
defeated in the primary, Bulkley in the election. 
Postmaster-General Farley indorsed Senator Pope 
of Idaho. He failed of renomination. The Presi- 
dent made speeches indorsing the opponents of Sen- 
ators George of Georgia, Tydings of Maryland and 
Smith of South Carolina. All those opponents lost. 

Six other Senators who fought the court plan also 
drew attacks by administration spokesmen: Adams 
of Colorado, Gillette of Iowa, Clark of Missouri, Lon- 
ergan of Connecticut, McCarran of Nevada and Van 
Nuys of Indiana. All except Lonefgan were re- 
elected.. The President also opposed the renomina- 
tion of Representative John J. O’Connor of New 
York, chairman of the House Rules Committee. He 
was defeated for the Democratic nomination, won 
the Republican nomination and lost in the election. 

The President's largely unsuccessful venture had 
been almost forgotten by the public. Most of his 
1938 critics now are firm supporters of his policies. 
Then what is the purpose of raking up all these old 
coals, at a time when any division in the ranks is 
harmful to the country? The President's reiteration 
of obsolete challenges is doing nobody, including 
himself, any good. —

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E have been talking about inflation 
for a long time as if it were a threat 
remote from our daily lives. It is a 
distant threat no longer. We are facing it 
now, and we must deal with it at once. 

If we are selfish or shortsighted in facing 
this issue, the consequences may haunt us 
and our children for years. But if we look 
at the problem with clear vision and firm 
resolve, we can beat this thing. 

That task calls for alertness and mental 
toughness on the part of every one in the 
executive departments of the Government, 
every one in the halls of Congress, every 
one of us. 

Memories are so short that I suppose 
many of us have forgotten what happened 
the last time a price inflation struck us 
25 years ago. The effects of that inflation, 
however, lasted for many years and brought 
untold heartbreak and misery in their train. 

‘In 1916 the cost of living began to rise 
sharply but there were few who saw its 
significance. It was only when prices had 
risen by 70 per cent that President Wilson 
recommended any steps to prevent infla- 
tion. 

The consequences were so serious for 
every American that there must be many 
housewives even today who can remember 
them. By 1920, a 10-pound bag of sugar 
cost $2.67, a dozen eggs cost 92 cents, a 
10-pound bag of flour cost 88 cents, a pound 
of butter cost 76 cents and a pound of pork 
chops cost 50 cents. 

. o * 

We have now, as we had then in 1916, a 
moderate rise in the cost of living, a great 
rise in wholesale prices and a still greater 
rise in the prices of basic commodities like 
wheat, hogs, cotton and lumber. It is the 
rise in the prices of basic commodities that 
constitutes our red light, our warning sig- 
nal, today, for such a rise is always the 
advance guard of an increase in the cost of 
living. 

If we fail to use the controls at our dis. 
posal now, if we fail to do the specific 
things which are in our power to check 
inflation now, if we allow prices to go on 
rising, as they did from 1916 to 1920, we 
may find that food, fuel, shelter and cloth- 
ing which now cost a dollar will once more 
cost almost twice as much before the proc- 
ess has ended. 

The rise in prices is by no means confined 
to foodstuffs and clothing. I have before 
me, for instance, the actual figures on the 
cost of constructing a standard six-room 
frame house in one of our typical cities. 
This home, that could have been’ built a 
year ago for $6000, now costs $7140 to build. 
This time our eyes are open to the dan- 
gers that lie ahéad of us. We now know 
that the time to do something about infla- 
tion is before it occurs, not after it has 
gathered Momentum. We should profit by 
our greater knowledge and take prompt 
and effective action now. 

In the first place, Congress has passed 
a huge tax bill designed to raise almost 
four billion dollars in additional revenue, 
thus withdrawing a great amount of pur- 
chasing power that competes with the de- 
fense effort. |

The Treasury has also begun a program 
of selling Defense Savings Bonds and 
Stamps to people of moderate and low in- 
comes. 

The President has recently issued an or- 
der authorizing the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System to control con- 
sumers’ installment credit. 

The Congress is considering, and I hope 
will pass without undue delay, a bill to 
limit price rises and to supplement the 
efforts of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion to limit those rises by voluntary co- 
operation. 

We shall have to tax ourselves much more 
heavily next year than this year, great and 
far-reaching as the present tax bill will be. 
We shall have to invest much more widely 
and systematically in Defense Savings 
Bonds and Stamps. We may have to extend 
general controls over bank credit and create 
controls over selected capital expenditures. 

* * 


But we should also attack the problem 
from the gpposite direction. We must 
make every effort to increase the supply 
of goods available to the consumer wher- 
ever this can be done without encroaching 
upon the defense program. Above all, we 
must make full use of those supplies that 
are available, not only in defense produc- 
tion, but in the provision of civilian goods 
which do not compete with defense output. 

The most effective way to prevent a dam- 
aging rise in prices is, quite simply, to re- 
lease surpluses from storage. I wonder if 
the housewife knows, when she pays 15 per 
cent more than she did a year ago for a bag 
of flour, that our supply of wheat is the 
largest on record, and that 498,000,000 
bushels of several years’ crops are available 
in Canada. 

Here in this country we have large re- 
serve stocks of farm products of many kinds 
which should be released for consumption 
as fast as necessary to prevent unreasonable 
price rises. 

The Government now holds or controls 
7,000,000 bales of cotton in reserve, and cot- 


ton prices have risen from 9% cents a’ 


pound on Aug. 1, 1989, to over 17 cénts 
a pound at the present time. 

We ought not to withhold cotton sur- 
pluses, or any surpluses, from the market 
in times like these. The housewife ought 
not to be made to pay a tribute to profiteers 
and speculators. 

This has been historically a land of milk 
and honey. There is still plenty of milk 
and honey, but too much of it is in the 
warehouses. Let's make it flow. 

Inflation does more than merely to rob 
the wage-earner of a portion of his earn- 
ings. It does more than saddle the farmer. 
with a load of debt which he cannot repay. 
It is more destructive of morale than any 
other single force, 

No group in a community profits from 
inflation in the long run except the Three.

New Bill to Control 
Inflation Must 
Cover Wages and 
All Prices.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. 


T is not as spectacular as some 
Jos the other hearings and dis- 

cussions in Washington—such as 
the tax bill with its “economy” 
clause or the appropriation of more 
billions for lease-lend and national 
defense—but nothing is of more 
importance to you and me, just a 
couple of ordinary guys, than the 
hearings before the House Banking 
and Currency Committee on the 
price contro] bill, 
As Mr. Bernard Baruch testified, 
the bill is bad because it exempts 
farm products up to 110 per cent 
of “parity,” because it exempts 
wage control altogether, and, above 
all, because it does not attempt to 
control all prices and does not 
tie up price control with the other 
necessary war controls—priorities, 
commandeering, conservation, sub- 
stitution and increased production. 
One without all, operating together, 
ts sure to fail. All the rest, even 
if operating together, without some 
of the others—especially price con- 
trol and priorities—can’t possibly 
do the job. 
The bill presents all these faults. 
I have read every one of the tens 
of thousands of pages of the testi- 
mony, especially that of Mr. Leon 
Henderson, the principal witness 
for the bill. His presentation of 
the necessity for price control was 
carefully documented with the fig- 
ures indicating the certain ap- 
proach of inflation, the experience 
of this and all other countries, in 
this war and the last, and the ne- 
cessity of price control as.the only 
escape. The showing was over- 
whelming and so far as I can see 
unanswerable.

General Cites 


WITH SECOND ARMY IN 
LOUISIANA, Sept. 20 (AP).—Air 
superiority and motorized infan- 
try are needed for complete suc- 
cess of tank attacks, Maj. Gen. 
Charles 8S. Scott, commander of 
the army’s only complete tank 
corps, said today. 

“The day of trying to operate 
without airplanes is past,” he as- 
serted, “and putting foot troops 
with tanks is like sending a plow 
mule and race horse out together 
and expect them to go at the same 
speed.” 

This was demonstrated in the 
maneuvers this week when the 
armored forces of Gen. Scott led a 
spearhead of a combined armored- 
infantry-cavalry-air attack to split 
the Third Army’s central front. 

“Because we had to wait for in- 
fantry troops to move on foot, we 
could not attack with our tanks 
when we were in a position to cut 
the Third Army to pieces,” Scott 
said. “We should have gone right 
in and hit them before they got 
set.” 

In a combined attack on the 
Third Army, Gen. Scott’s tanks 
drove 10 miles from Leesville, La., 
a point behind the Third Army’s 
lines chosen for the tank columns 
to fan out and disrupt Lieut. Gen. 
Walter Krueger’s rear communica- 
tion and supplies. 

But infantry soldiers were un- 
able to follow the rapid pace be- 


cause they were on “foot. Gen. 


Scott was forced to withdraw -his 
tanks and before they reached 
safety several were surrounded by 
Third Army artillery and infantry. 

Meanwhile, the manuevers, part 
of extensive war games this year 
for which Congress appropriated 
$25,000,000, were in a rest period 
until Monday. 

The half million men of the two 
armies finished five - days of a 
gruelling test in which a smaller 
army with armored divisions lost 
the decision to a bigger but slower 
force, Combat planes stole the 
show. 

From; before dawn Monday to 
late yesterday, the men of the Sec- 
ond and Third armies toiled in hot, 
sultry Central Louisiana. There 
was no immediate official decision, 
but the Third Army claimed an 
“unquestioned victory” in a com- 
munique. 

Bombers harrassed the speedy 
armored divisions day and night, 
theoretically bombed bridges as 
fast as they were built or re- 
paired and slashed at the tank col- 
umns wherever they gathered for 
an attack. Finally they forced 
them to back up with an all-day 
attack and a cavalry division 
slipped into Western Louisiana 
from Texas and seized the mech- 
anized forces’ gasoline supplies as 
other divisions closed a trap catch- 
ing the Second Army in a 500- 
square-mile area south of Shreve- 


port.

EDINBURGH, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
Home Secretary Herbert Morrison 
told the annual conference of the 
Scottish Labor party today that 
he hoped the United States “will 
not turn its back on Europe after 
the war” when, he said, armed 
strength will be necessary to pre- 
serve peace. 

When a delegate criticised the 
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N 1932, Mr. Hoover expressed 
the belief that prosperity was 
just @round the corner, if we 
could only wait patiently and do 
nothing more than we were do-.

* J 
R. HOOVER thinks that 
Hitler will be destroyed by 
the revolt of the subject popula- 
tions. Yes, but what sort of a 
revolt will that be? What sort 

of chaoe will ensue? — 
These questions are of prime im- 
portance. Suppose Russia were to 
win the war against Hitler and 
turn out to be the liberator of 
subject nationalities. I was always 
under the impression that Mr. 
Hoover was opposed to Commu- 
nism. But if Communism turns 
out to be,the liberator of the sub- 
jected and violated nations of’ Eu- 
rope, I should imagine that its 
stock would be very high. Sup- 
pose Britain and Russia win the 
war together, without our aid, 
except as a sort of charity. What 
stock will Communism have in 
England? It hasn’t any rating 
there at present. But if Stalin 
emerges in the role that Tsar 
Alexander was able to assume 
after the Napoleonic wars — and 
without us as balance—what then? 

* * * 
UT suppose Hitler defeats 
both Russia and Britain. I 
beg my readers to regard this as 
a strong possibility that would be- 
come an immediate probability if 
the United States were one fota 
less firm than she has been to 
date. How then would the popu- 

lations revolt? 

They would revolt as a working 
class movement against the cap- 
italists, for the capitalists would 
be, in Hitler’s new order, the Ger- 
mans and the German fellow-trav- 
elers. Already the-Nazi victors are 
systematically expropriating the 
shares of the leading industrial 
firms of the whole of Europe, 
“compensating” them in worthless 
inflated paper money of the occu- 
pied countries. Without any free 
democratic nations with the right 
to establish order, the people would 
have no recourse but to under- 
ground movements of sabotage and 
strikes which would certainly be- 
come violently radical and directed 
against the foreign overlord owner- | 
ship. 

What does Mr. Hoover think the 
repercussions upon this country 
would be with the old world—Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa—thus seeth- 
ing? I thought Mr. Hoover was 
a conservative and a lover of or- 
der! Whom, in such a case, would 
he support? Hitler and the forces 
of suppression, or a violent social 
upheaval? 

* — * 

R. HOOVER gives an account 

of the results of the last war 
and peace, which seems to me 
very superficial. He gives the 
usual version, satisfying to Ameri- 
can vanity, that we were righteous 
idealists sitting at a peace table 
with thieves. Left out of account 
is the fact that Woodrow Wilson's 
program, which included the 
League of Nations, was being sabo- 
taged at home by the isolationist 
Senators of Mr. Hoover's own 
party. 

We lost the peace, Mr. Hoover, 
because we withdrew from it, re- 


fusing to take any responsibility 
for the future of the world. If a 


world, with a choice of keeping 
the debts and stim freer 
trade, or of abolishing the debts 


forced up our own exports by vast 
new private loans to an already 
indebted Europe. 

The result of this policy was to 
bankrupt Europe and plunge our- 
selves with it into an unprece- 
dented panic. It was that panic 
that gave Germany Adolf Hitler— 
and gave America Mr,’ Roosevelt. 


- * * 

H ISTORICAL analogies are 

dangerous, especially if the 
story is only half told. Mr. Hoov- 
er reminds us that aie certain 
journalist, Fisher Ames, was a 
“warmonger” during the Napole- 
onic wars, urging us to join Bri- 
tain, and saying, “Let no man 
be deceived; if Bonaparte pre- 
vails, we shall be his vassals. ... 
We shall be reduced to slavery.” 
Mr. Hoover omits to mention 
that the head of the pro-British 
party in America at that time was 
not a journalist but the leader of 
his own party, Alexander Hamil- 
ton; that Thomas Jefferson, who 
refused to take up arms with 
Britain against Napoleon did not 
keep us out of war, but got us 
into war against Britain; that 
Washington was invaded and 
burned; that we had to pull out 
of that war with a compromise 
peace; and that Britain and Rus- 
sia did lick Napoleon. 

The peace treaty made after the 
defeat of Napoleon was not much 
to our liking. But we were con- 
siderably farther from Europe 
then than now, and were not a 
great power whose every action 
or lack of action has repercus- 
sions on the whole world. Yet, 
even then we were involved in 
that war—on the wrong side. . 

The Monroe Doctrine that Mr. 
Hoover supports came to us 
through the assistance and col- 
laboration of Great Britain. Had 
Napoleon won, we wouldn’t have 
had it. If Hitler wins this one, 
we won't have it either — unless, 
as Senator D. Worth Clark sug- 
gested, we start out to make revo- 
lutions to our liking in all the 
Latin American republics, or, as 
Mr, Lindbergh suggests, dictate by 
threat of force to Canada and 
Mexico. 

That would be rather more dif- 
ficult than helping Britain win 
this war, and restoring to Europe 
that order, freedom, and legiti- 
mate government which is in- 
digenous to all of western civili- 
zation, and is not, normally speak- 
ing, a monopoly of the United 
States.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission yesterday prohibited the 
banking firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. from acting as trustee for any 


securities sold by the investment 
firm of Morgan, Stanley & Co. 

The commission said in an opin- 
ion that the firms were under 
common control and the Trust In- 
denture Act of 1939 disqualifies as 
trustees persons or firms whose 
loyalties to others might conflict 
with their duties to protect in- 
vestors. 

The famous New York banking 
firm had asked for the opinion in 
preparation for acting as 

of indenture securities to be issued 
by Shell Union Oil Corporation. 
The ruling, however, applied to 
any other securiti& issued unger 
the sponsorship of Morgan, Stan- 
ley & Co. 

The commission noted that the 
businesses of the two firms once 
were conducted together, but the 
Federal Banking Act of 1933 re- 
quired separation of the two busi- 
nesses. 

No officer or director of one of 
the companies is an officer or di- 
rector of the other, the commis- 
sion conceded, but it said the same 
families control both firms. 

Thus, while J. P. Morgan is the 
head of the banking firm, his son, 
Henry 8. Morgan, is the principal 
stockholder and an officer of the 
investment firm.

J. P. Morgan and his family own 
15.50 per cent of the capital stock 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. and 40.53 
per cent of the preferred stock of

Holdup Men Fight Police 
and Drug Clerk at Point- 
Blank Range in Pennsyl- 


vania.

ELLWOOD CITY, Pa., Sept. 20 
(AP).—Two holdup men fleeing 
with about $1000 in cash after a 
bank robbery were shot to death 
and a third was wounded by two 
police officers and a drug store 
clerk in a spectacular, running 
fight yesterday. 

The fight started at a highway 
entrance to this Western Pennsyl- 


vania community as the robbers 
sped from Harrisville, 30 miles 
away, where the holdup took place. 
It ended several minutes later at 
the other edge of town. 

One of the men died. today of 
wounds suffered in a fight at point 
blank range with Police Chief 
Ernest Hartman who, armed with 
a submachine gun, sought to trap 
the robbers at the town’s entrance 
by blockading the road with his 
automobile. 

The other died almost instantly 
yesterday of wounds inflicted by 
Jimmy Pasta, drug store clerk, in 
a fierce struggle, also at close 
quarters, at the town’s outskirts. 

Auto Commandeered. 

The clerk had entered the chase 
when a police officer comman- 
dered his 1934 auto to pursue the 
robbers. He “got his man” with 
a rifle wrested from one of them. 

Meanwhile, the third suspect, 
wounded in both legs in the skir- 
mish at the entrance to the town, 
was beaten into submission by the 
clerk’s officer companion who 
seized a heavy wrench as a weapon. 

At the hospital where the wound- 
ed men were taken it was first 
reported that the robber who died 
today succumbed to injuries suf- 
fered when the car in which they 
were fleeing crashed. A physician, 
however, said the death was caused 
by a bullet fired from the Police 
Chief's gun. 

The third man “probably will 
recover,” the doctor said. 

Besides Chief Hartman and Pasta, 
Policeman Edward Shaffer took 
part in the running fight. 

Entering the bank five minutes 
before closing time, the men told 
the assistant cashier, “This is a 
stickup. One false move and we'll 
blow out your brains.” 

They emptied the cash drawer 
and drove away. 

Offered Help. 

Two motorists, unaware of the 
chase, tried to assist the men after 
their car rolled down a 15-foot 
embankment. Surprised, they had 
their hands in the air when Shaffer 
and pasta arrived. 

“We can’t make any time in this 
trap with seven people here,” one 
of the robbers said as the three 
prepared to continue the flight in 
another car. . 

“Weill, let’s get rid of some of 
them,” said another, threatening 
the pursuers with a rifle. 

Pasta related later: 

“Then I got scared and grabbed 
for the rifle and shot him. I don’t 
know how I'd have done it if I 
hadn’t been scared I was going 
to die.” 

Another robber hit Shaffer in 
the eye with a wrench. But the 
officer knocked him down. Hart- 
man said that when he got there 
“they were subdued. In fact, I 
never saw a better job of sub- 
duing.” 

The Chief identified the robbers 
as Earl Everts, 28 years old, Smith- 
field, who was killed; Kenneth 
Palmer, 33, Volant, and Albert 
Feelo, 26, Republic, who died today. 

All the loot was recovered.

Special Committee on Parking 
Meters May Ask Board to 
Authorize Trip. 


The special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen appointed to 
study the possible installation of 
parking meters in congested city 
areas may ask the board to send 
it to other cities to investigate use 
of the meters. 

Alderman Gus A. Hartkopf of 
the Twenty-first Ward, chairman 
of the committee, said the mem- 
bers had discussed a trip to other 
cities, and that he would bring up 
the proposal at a committee meet- 
ing to be called during next week. 

If the committee approves the 
proposal, a resolution will be pre- 
sented to the board as a whole 
providing that expenses of the trip 
be paid from the $5000 aldermanic 
contingent fund. Besides Hart- 
kopf, members are Aldermen LousSB 
A. Lange, also Republican, and 
Louis G. Berra, Democrat. 

The resolution, under which the 
committee was appointed, provides 
that the committee recommend to 
the board whether or not it favors 
an ordinance to provide for the 
meter installation, and to report 
the results of its study. 

Hartkopf said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he considered the 
parking problem and use of me- 
ters important enough to merit 
study elsewhere, and that such a 
trip would not be a junket for 
pleasure. 

A relief bill was introduced in 
the board by Alderman Herman 
Novak of the Fifth Ward to ap- 
propriate $112.50 out of general 
revenue for Miss Birdie Gallina, 
former operator of a tavern at 
1338 Franklin avenue. She took 
out a six-month liquor license last 
July 3, paying $150, and sold the 
tavern after six weeks’ operation. 
The amount in the bill represents 
a refund.

TOKYO, Sept. 20 (AP). — The 
newspaper Miyako complained to- 
day that an official movement was 
underway to restrain public cele- 
brations next Saturday of the first 
anniversary of Japan’s alliance 
with Germany and Italy.

“Now it is reported that our Gov- 
ernment is disposed to hold in 
check the intentions of the nation 
to whip up reinforcement of the 
Axis. If true, we can only say 
that it is incomprehensible.” |

of this the East Asia Federation 
and the Tohokai party are plan- 
ning separate lectures and meet- 
ings.

Two and one-half pounds veal 
shoulder; three tablespoons butter 
or bacon drippings; one teaspoon 
salt; few grains pepper; on bouil- 
lon cube; one cup hot water; two 
large tart apples; one medium on- 
ion; one-half teaspoon salt; two 
cups soft bread crumbs. 

Wipe veal with a damp cloth and 
cut it so that it will about cover 
the bottom of the casserole or 
skillet being used to braise the 
meat. Melt two tablespoons short- 
ening in skillet and brown the veal 
well on all sides. Leave meat in 
the skillet or transfer to casserole, 
as desired. Add one teaspoon salt, 
pepper and the bouillon cube dis- 
solved in hot water. Peel and chop 
apples; also peel, chop and slowly 
saute onion in remaining shorten. 
ing. Add the apple, onion, and 
one-half teaspoon salt to moist 
bread crumbs and toss to blend in- 
greuients well. Heap dressing on 
top of the veal, which should ex- 
tend some distance above the 
liquid to prevent dressing from 
becoming soggy.

West's lead had been from no long- 
er than a five-card suit. Since East 
had four hearts, it would be impos- 
sible to exhaust him of hearts by 
holding up the king. Such a play 
would not be a safety measure and 
might easily cost a trick since, if 
everything went well, it might be 
unnecessary to concede even one 
more trick to the enemy. 

On this reasoning declarer won 
the second heart lead with the king, 
discarding a spade from dummy, 
then laid down the club ace and an- 
other club. The queen appearing 
from West, declarer then could af- 
ford to “fool around” and acquire 
certain information. He led a low 
spade from dummy’s king. East 
played the jack (which was signifi- 
cant of honor splitting), and de- 
clarer won with the ace. He then 
led back to the spade king and ran 
off the club suit. On the third 
round East discarded a diamond 
and West a spade, while declarer 
himself followed. On the fourth 
round East let go a heart, declarer 
a spade, and West a heart. On the 
fifth round East reduced to three 
diamonds and the high spade, de- 
clarer discarded a diamond and 
West a heart, West’s holding at this 
point being the heart queen and 
the Q-10-5 of diamonds. The last 
club completed a double squeeze. 
East had to hold his high spade 
and, therefore, could keep only two 
diamonds. Declarer now let go the 
last spade, and it was West's turn 
to be pinched. He could not let 
go the heart queen without egtab- 
lishing declarer’s 10 spot, and was 
forced to reduce to two diamonds, 
Declarer now merely had to lead 
his diamond ace and return the
